The Camberwell comedian on why she’s succumbed to thejegging

Living South Resident meets Jessie Burton and James MacManus, two 
south east London authors weaving history into gripping fiction

Jessie Burton 


Forest Hill novelist Jessie Burton has 
had a ‘life-transforming year’ in which 
she’s been flitting about like a ‘blue- 
arsed fly’. But she doesn’t look jaded. 
The author of 2014’s runaway bestseller, 
The Miniaturist , is all perk and elegance 
when we meet at a busy central London 
restaurant. 

Her life may currently be a swirl of 
book tours and prizes, but she gives the 
impression that she takes none of it too 
seriously. After all, she knows what it’s 
like not to succeed. For years the 
31-year-old was a struggling actress, 
supporting herself with temp jobs in the 
City. After graduating from Oxford 
University and drama school, she set 
about pursuing a career in the theatre. 

She got parts at the National and the 
Donmar, but found it all very dispiriting. 

‘I love acting but it’s dangerous to 
make something you love your 
profession. I had such a childhood love 
of dressing up and using my imagination. 
But when you are doing yet another 
audition for an advert, you begin to 
think: what am I doing with my life?’ 

Jessie switched her attention to 
writing. She had always written for her 
own entertainment (‘I won a story prize 
at school!’), but in her late twenties, she 
started thinking more seriously about it. 
She began a novel in 2008 and got an 
agent interested, but it all fizzled out. 


‘Anything she had in her house she 
shrunk and I thought it was a really 
strange pathology.’ Jessie grabbed the 
notion of a ‘miniaturised life’ and put it 
to ingenious use. The Miniaturist tells 
the story of Nella, a young country girl 
newly married, in semi-arranged fashion, 
to the wealthy Johannes Brandt. Nella is 
strong-minded and hungry for 
experience, including of the sexual 
variety. So she is perplexed when, 
instead of behaving like a normal red- 
blooded man, Johannes presents her with 
a cabinet house. Nella commissions a 
miniaturist - in writing - to fill it, but the 
pieces that start arriving are perfect 
replicas of the people and things in the 
Brandt household. If this wasn’t spooky 
enough - how could the miniaturist 
know what her dog looks like? - Nella 
notices that the pieces contain ghostly 
foreshadowings 
of things that 
subsequently come 
to pass. It’s a real 
page-turner, 
written in stylish, 
vivid prose. Its 
plot is both racy 
and intricate; there 
are cliffhangers, 
sex and violence, 
but the narrative 
unfurls subtly.

Then, in 2009, on a visit to Amsterdam’s 
Rijksmuseum, she had an experience 
that planted the seed for The Miniaturist. 
In 17th-century Amsterdam, the rich had 
a craze for ‘cabinet houses’ - oversized 
dolls’ houses that they would fill with 
exotic objects, thus showing off their 
wealth. The one Jessie saw had belonged 
to Petronella Oortman, a twice-married 
merchant’s wife, and it was a perfect 
replica of her home.

Jessie completed it in three years, 
working in the evenings or snatching 
moments while temping. She says that 
she didn’t have any particular 
expectations and has been astonished 
by its success. It was the subject of a 
ferocious bidding war and has been 
translated into some 20 languages. 

Jessie lives in Forest Hill with her 
actor boyfriend. For four years they were 
in East Dulwich before moving to SE23 
early in 2014 because ‘the prices in East 
Dulwich were getting ridiculous’. 

‘When my boyfriend first suggested 
moving to East Dulwich I’d never heard 
of it,’ she says. ‘But then I got there and 
thought wow, this is amazing.’ 

Jessie says she likes Forest Hill for its 
‘facilities, the cafes, the swimming pool’. 
She enjoys having coffee and cake in the 
Montage, drinks at the Sylvan Post, and 
regularly shops at the weekly farmers’ 
market at the Horniman Museum 
gardens. But she misses East Dulwich 
and often goes back to see friends or to 
eat in her favourite restaurants, like 
ToastED and Franklin’s. ‘When I go 
there now,’ she says, ‘it’s like the 
pavements sparkle with gold.’ 


James MacManus 


From his home on Underhill Road, 
which grants him ‘panoramic views 
over the whole of London’, James 
MacManus - managing director of 
The Times Literary Supplement by day 
- created Sleep in Peace Tonight. One 
of the most prominent characters in this 
uplifting tale of romance during the 
chaos of The Blitz, is London itself. 

‘For nine months from September 
1940 to May 1941, social morals 
crumbled and people lived like there 
was no tomorrow,’ says James. 
‘Lightning affairs 
in the blackout, 
love, lust and 
betrayal, all gave 
Londoners some 
solace in the dark 
nights while the 
city crumbled 
around them.’ 

The book, which depicts love, high 
diplomacy and Britain’s struggle to 
survive that bitter winter, was bom of 
James’ fascination with Harry Hopkins. 
Hopkins, one of President Franklin D 
Roosevelt’s closest advisers, was sent 
to Britain to asses the seriousness of 
war, since Churchill was appealing to 
America for help. 

‘He’s completely unknown in this 
country,’ says James, ‘but when I was 


at university I had a teacher from Texas 
who said, “Harry Hopkins has fallen 
through a trapdoor in history, everyone 
has forgotten him, yet he did more than 
most to save us in that bleak year of 
1941.” That’s always stayed with me.’ 

James, who meticulously researched 
the novel, found himself intrigued by 
what he was reading - the fact that, 
while Churchill always left behind 
wafts of cigar smoke and port, he 

didn’t drink that much 
(he was a sipper); and 
the extent of The Blitz. 

‘Fires were raging. 
Some 400,000 homes 
were destroyed and 
40,000 people died in 
London alone. It’s 
astonishing what 
people went through. Yet industry kept 
turning and we survived. They could 
not bomb us into submission.’ 

And should writer’s block strike, 
James finds solace at ToastED on 
Lordship Lane: ‘EH go sit at the bar, 
have a glass of red wine and just chill 
for half an hour. I take a notebook with 
me because ideas float up, but I don’t 
have much problem with writer’s 
block. It’s almost the reverse problem!’

W e’d all love our home to 
look beautiful enough to 
be featured in a magazine, 
but how do people achieve 
such immaculate-looking homes? It helps 
if you have some professional help, like 
the very talented Anna and Tam. 

Anna Batchelor, a photographer who 
has worked for the likes of The 
Guardian , the Discovery Channel , 
Brompton Bicycle and Wanderlust 
magazine, and Tamineh Dhondy, a 
former art consultant turned interior 
stylist, are both East Dulwich residents 
who met through work. They became 
friends after coming together on a 
number of projects and when Tam - after 
giving birth to her first child - opted to 
pursue a new career interior styling for 
private clients, they decided to join 
forces. Together they picked out a few 


local projects - friends’ houses and 
independent traders - to style, 
photograph and showcase on a new blog. 

And herein lies the power of the 
internet; the blog garnered a lot of 
attention, especially when The Guardian 
tweeted about their photo story on the 
General Store in Peckham - a charming 
throwback to the days of the general store 
of old with good conversation and 
carefully sourced produce. Now the duo 
are regularly commissioned to style and 
shoot homes for glossy magazines, as 
well as creating brochures and lookbooks 
for homeware brands like Bococo and 
Vitra Lux. They’re about to shoot the 
lookbook for West Dulwich homeware 
and outdoor lifestyle brand Anorak, and 
Tam is currently designing the interior for 
Donostia Social Club’s new tapas bar at 
Pop Brixton, a mini city created from

shipping containers opening soon. The 
variety of projects they work on means 
there’s no such thing as a typical day 

‘A brochure shoot is completely 
different to shooting someone’s home,’ 
says Tam. ‘When we’re working with a 
brand we really try and understand the 
brand first and we storyboard the shoot 
before we do anything to be sure 
everybody’s happy. It’s quite a creative 
process. Turning up at someone’s house, 
on the other hand, we don’t really know 
what to expect! ’ 

‘We’ve usually done a recce,’ says 
Anna, ‘but sometimes it’s just photos of 
dark comers that people have sent you 
and it’s really different when you arrive. 
But I like the unknowingness of turning 
up at someone’s house and just working 
with what you’ve got.’ >

‘When we do people’s houses we 
want to portray their style,’ says Tam, 

‘so we try and keep the styling minimal. 
Really it’s just arranging people’s 
possessions so you’re telling the story of 
how they live. I take a lot of things off 
the shelf and just leave the most notable 
things there to showcase their style and to 
keep the photos clean. A lot of it for me 
is just tidying up! You do have to set the 
scene though, we use props to bring a 
scene to life - a cake or a bunch of tulips 
- but you don’t want to turn up with a 
prop basket to restyle somebody’s house!’ 

Anna and Tam find themselves drawn 
to creatives. Take Mima and Stef, whose 
Scandi-style flat in Denmark Hill they 
recently photographed. Mima studied 
textile design, while Stef works as a 3D 
workshop tutor. Their flat has an 
incredible contemporary feel to it with a 
carefully curated selection of colourful, 
mid-century modem influenced pieces. 

Then there’s Suzie, an upholsterer and 
decoupage artist who lives in a Tulse Hill 
flat kitted out mostly with ‘stuff found in 


props are usually strategically placed to 
bring it to life. I’m always looking for 
strong shadows as well to give you edges. 
And with really busy houses it’s about 
creating a bit of space.’ 

But nobody really lives in a constant 
state of stylish perfection, do they? 

‘Ben Adams does,’ says Tam [Ben’s 
mid-century modem home featured in the 
February issue of Living South Resident ]. 
‘We love his shop in Crystal Palace, 

Designs of Modernity, so we approached 
him and asked if we could shoot his house.’ 

‘We do see a lot of mid century houses,’ 
says Anna, ‘but we’ve never seen one 
that precise and uncluttered.’ 

When it comes to styling their own 
homes, access to such beautiful properties 
seems to breed indecision: ‘We change our 
minds with every shoot,’ says Tam, ‘Seeing 
so many amazing houses opens your eyes 
and makes you want to change your style 
a lot. But I absolutely love styling and 
designing other people’s houses. I often 
work with people with good style but no 
time, so I help them to source furniture 
or do up rooms in their style.’

skips’ and lovingly upcycled. She’s tried 
to be as sympathetic as possible to her 
Edwardian flat, exposing the brick walls, 
reviving the original wooden floorboards 
and uncovering period fireplaces. 

So what makes a beautiful home? 

‘It’s different with every house you go 
to,’ says Tam. ‘It’s not that we just like 
simple styling or really over-the-top 
houses, we like telling people’s stories.’ 

‘For me,’ says Anna, ‘it’s nice clean 
graphic lines. The light can be really 
difficult when you’re photographing 
interiors. When you’re shooting into a 
window everything sort of bleeds out and 
you have to spend a lot of time in post¬ 
production, so I’m always looking for a 
comer where the light fills it nicely. 

‘I’m drawn to colour as well,’ 
continues Anna. ‘All-white minimalist 
spaces can be tricky, so a few colourful

John McLamey at Dodd Lewis on the 
benefits of instructing a solicitor early 
on when buying or selling a house 



L ate spring is the time of year when 

people who are thinking of buying or 
selling their property typically come 
I back to the property market. With 
regards to sales, this is the time when vendors 
start to market their property, with a view to 
finding a buyer and completing during the 
school summer holidays. 

Some clients, when buying or selling, like to 
instruct their solicitor right at the beginning of 
the process. Some prefer to wait until they have 
found a buyer for their house or find a property 
to purchase. There is no right or wrong answer, 
but there can be benefits in instructing a 
solicitor in the early stages of the transaction. 

Solicitors are regulated by the Law Society 
through the Solicitors Regulation Authority. 


There are mandatory requirements when a 
new client is taken on, including seeing the 
Terms of Business, another will be about 
solicitors costs and related expenses such as 
Stamp Duty and Land Registry fees etc. 
Another will be compliance with Money 
Laundering Regulations including the 
production of originals or copies of passports, 
driving licenses etc. All of this usually takes a 
few days and in some case a week or two. So 
if you need to proceed quickly, time-saving at 
the beginning can bring dividends later on. 

When a property is sold, some legal 
preparation is usually needed. The seller's 
register of title might need updating, for 
example if someone has changed their name 
or has been subject to a probate. 


It may also be a good idea for the seller to 
look at the lengthy Property Information and 
Fittings and Contents forms even before a 
buyer is found, especially if the Title to the 
property is not straightforward and more 
information is required. The seller may not 
necessarily want to fill all the forms in, but at 
least they will have an idea of what is required. 

Buyers are often asked to move quickly. If 
they have already instructed a solicitor they 
might be preferred over someone who is yet to 
get going. So the message is clear - instruct a 
solicitor early because it might just make a 
difference, and it will certainly save you time.

TOM PARKER BOWLES 


Why top chefs are happy to find a home within London's best hotels 


T hey were the breeding grounds for gastronomic 
greatness: the grand hotel kitchen was the 
fiercely beating heart of high-end eating. Their 
patron saint was, of course, Auguste Escoffier, 
the culinary titan. Alongside Cesar Ritz (whom he met 
at the Hotel Nationale in Lucerne), he introduced 
brigade de cuisine at The Savoy, and went on to wow 
at The Ritz in Paris, before returning to London and 
the Carlton Hotel. 

Today, the brigades might have slimmed down, but 
many of the world’s most famous chefs are still 
happily residing in London’s grandest hotels. Marco 
Pierre White may have left The Oak Room at Le 
Meridien Piccadilly at the peak of his Michelin starred 
magnificence, and Gordon Ramsay checked out of 
Claridge’s last year, but Alain Ducasse at The 
Dorchester has a heady three Michelin stars, while 
Marcus Wareing’s eponymous place, Marcus, at The 
Berkeley has two, alongside Helene Darroze at The 
Connaught and Dinner by Heston Blumenthal at the 
Mandarin Oriental. One starrers are represented by the 
likes of Fera at Claridge’s, Galvin at Windows, Alyn 
Williams at The Westbury and Outlaw’s at The 
Capital. Fine chefs all. 

Many of my favourite hotel places, though, are 
resolutely unstarred. In the case of John Williams at 
The Ritz, it’s a disgrace. Here is a supremely talented 
chef, cooking exquisite modern haute cuisine 
to the very highest level, in one of the most 
wonderfully gilded dining rooms in London. And 
those half-wits at Michelin continue to ignore him. 



Theo Randall overcomes a rather cold dining room 
at The Intercontinental to serve up some of the finest 
regional Italian tucker in town, while the legendary 
Pierre Koffmann at The Berkeley is still at the very 
top of his game. The Goring is unashamedly old 
school English, while Hix Mayfair offers a more 
modern take on our native grub. Typing Room at 
Bethnal Green’s Town Hall Hotel is more modern still, 
but chef Lee Westcott has massive talent. As does 
Sophie Michell at Pont Street at Belgraves. Add in the 
gloriously ornate China Tang at The Dorchester (high 
end Cantonese, with a price to match), and it’s clear 
that the hotel dining room is still in fine fettle. 

Ok, so there are still a profusion of corporate 
hellholes with their ghastly chicken Caesar salads and 
hellish hamburgers. But as ever with London, the 
mediocre sits side by side with the marvellous. The 
hotel restaurant continues to thrive, albeit sans the vast 
battalions. Escoffier would be proud.

Green Israeli couscous with radicchio and pistachios makes 
for a healthy summer salad packed with herby freshness 



GREEN ISRAELI COUSCOUS WITH 
RADICCHIO & PISTACHIOS 


I love Middle Eastern salads. 
Packed full of herbs and 
citrus fruits they are fresh 
and vibrant. Many recipes 
call for the addition of bulgur or 
torn pitta to soak up the juices 
and bulk up the dish, but for an 
interesting variation you could 
try Israeli couscous, or ptitim. 

Israeli couscous has small, 
round, pasta-like granules 
made from semolina and 
wheat flour. Twice as big as 
North African couscous it is 
toasted rather than dried, giving 
it a nutty flavour. After cooking 
it swells up, and has a dense, 
bouncy texture. It doesn’t have 
a strong flavour of its own, so 
it’s perfect for absorbing other 
flavours. 

Israeli couscous can be 
cooked like a risotto; frying the 
granules a little at the start to 
emphasise their nutty qualities, 
then adding the hot liquid. At 
Hand Made Food in Blackheath 
we use it to make a healthy 
summer salad, packed full of 
fresh herby flavours, lightly 
spiced and freshened up with a 
zing of lime. It’s the perfect 
accompaniment for grilled lamb 
or chicken. If you want it as a 
main course, adding some feta 
or grilled asparagus will make it 
more substantial.

• Preparation time: 30 minutes 

• Cooking time: 15 minutes 

500g Israeli couscous 
500ml water 
1 onion, finely chopped 
A teaspoon ground coriander 
Olive oil 

A small handful each of parsley, 
mint and coriander, washed and 
stalks removed 

1 clove garlic 

A bunch of spring onions, washed 
and finely sliced 

2 handfuls of baby spinach, finely 
sliced 

2 limes, zest and juice 
1 red chili, deseeded & chopped 


1/2 a cup of shelled unsalted 
pistachios, toasted 
1 radicchio, washed and dried 

1 Chop the herbs and blitz half 
of them with the garlic and 100ml 
of olive oil to make a vibrant 
green paste. 

2 Cook the onion, without 
colouring, in olive oil over a low 
heat until soft. Add the ground 
coriander and cook for 2 minutes. 

3 Add the couscous and cook 
with the spiced onions for a few 
minutes. 

4 Bring the water to the boil, add 
to the couscous and cook over 
a low heat, stirring occasionally 
so it doesn't catch on the bottom. 


5 Remove from the heat, cover 
with a tight fitting lid and leave for 
10 minutes for the grains to soak 
up the water and swell. 

6 Tip the couscous into a large 
bowl and gently separate the 
grains with a fork. 

7 Allow to cool then stir in the 
herb paste, lime juice and zest. 

8 Mix in the remaining chopped 
herbs, the spring onion and the 
spinach. 

9 Season to taste, adding more 
lime juice if necessary. 

10 Line a large bowl with 
radicchio leaves and fill with the 
herby couscous. 

11 Sprinkle over the pistachio 
and the chilli.

FRESH & 
LIGHT 

Sushi and cocktails is a food trend wed 
like to stay. Herds how to do it properly...

F ood trends come and go, but there 
are some you really hope will 
stay. For me, that’s sushi and 
cocktails. Sushi Samba blazed a 
trail here, blending the delicious, but 
somewhat serious cuisine of Japan with 
the fun and vibrancy of Brazil and Peru. 

I’ve never been to Sushi Samba, but 
I have been to Locale in Blackheath, as 
most Blackheathians who like a good 
steak have, and now the restaurant is 
embracing the trend wholeheartedly. 

If you haven’t experienced Sous Chef 
Noel Hernandez’s Japanese cuisine yet, 
call in on Raw Wednesdays, when sushi 
platters are on special offer. 

When the restaurant launched its sushi 
menu late last year, however, some were 
pondering how Italian and Japanese food 
would come together. But the chef knows 
exactly what he’s doing: ‘It’s fusion,’ 
says Noel, who has worked at Benihana 
and Zuma. ‘I like to use typically Italian 
ingredients like pancetta and risotto to 
make daily specials. For example, grilled 
seabass in tomato salsa, or hibachi-style 
steak, grilled with soy sauce, garlic puree, 
sesame oil, sesame seeds and chill flakes. 
Here, people usually order beamaise, 
pepper sauce or hollandaise with their

steak, so I try to do something a bit 
different. When people smell it cooking 
they always want to know what it is.’ 

But with so many delicious-sounding 
dishes on the menu, where do you start? 

‘I’d start with the sashimi platter,’ says 
Noel. ‘Especially when it’s hot outside, 
because it’s really fresh and healthy. But 
I like the prawn tempura roll and the 
salmon ceviche salad, too. Then I’d order 


the rib-eye steak, hibachi style, with 
grilled vegetables.’ 

When it comes to the cocktails, Jack 
Sutcliffe, Locale’s bar manager, knows 
exactly how to pair them with sushi - by 
sticking to dry, light drinks that won’t 
overpower the delicate fish. 

‘Try something like the Royal 
Rhubarb with Aperol, Bombay Sapphire 
gin, lemon juice and rhubarb bitters - it’s 
very refreshing, dry and citrusy. The 
same goes for a gin Martini - it’s light, 
easy drinking and summery. And just for 
fun I would try a Sake Sour to mix it up 
a bit, or an Aperol Spritz. 

‘Even with something like prawn 
tempura - my favourite dish on the menu 
- it’s still seafood, it’s still very light, so 
I would have a gin Martini. I’m a big fan 
of gin, so I’d have a gin Martini with 
anything to be honest!’ 

Jack seems to be a big fan of this new 
trend too: ‘Cocktails have been trendy 
for a while but sushi is definitely up and 
coming. It’s an easy match - look for 
anything dry, light, fresh and easy to 
drink. But if you really do want a glass of 
wine, go for a light wine like a Reisling.’

KatHopps embraces the South Tyrolean 
lifestyle at Adler Mountain Lodge 



D riving up the winding ascent 
of South Tyrol’s Alpe di Siusi 
region, you are struck by its 
anomaly to Italy. A rolling 
expanse of alpine meadows, villages and 
medieval churches, the land reveals 
clusters of wooden chalets at every turn 
- a betting man would swear you were in 
Austria. 

South Tyrol was once Austrian 
territory, ceded to Italy at the end of 
World War I. Today it is peaceful and 
integrated, and the region’s contrasts are 
celebrated. Of the 500,000 population, 
70% speaks German as its first language, 
25% Italian, and 5% the Romanic 
language, Ladin. The capital Bolzano/ 
Bozen is splintered into pretty 


cobblestone squares but modern design 
at Museion is just a short walk away. 

Breath-taking panoramic views are so 
prevalent you can become spoilt. This is 
especially true at Adler Mountain Lodge, 
a sustainable 30-bedroom hotel, which 
sits 1,800 metres above sea level at the 
foot of Alpe di Siusi - gateway to the 
Dolomites and a designated UNESCO 
World Heritage site since 2009. The 
lodge houses 18 guest suites, 12 two- 
storey guest chalets, a restaurant, spa and 
infinity pool. The soothing interior 
formed of mountain larch, spruce and 
oak flooring is furnished with plush red 
leather stools and cowhide sofas. 

The spa is a lovely introduction to the 
clean living rituals of South Tyroleans. 



Natural ingredients like mountain pine 
and edelweiss are incorporated into 
treatments and many enjoy the traditional 
hay sauna as a purifying treatment. No 
visit would be complete without a walk 
along one of South Tyrol’s 13,000km 
natural hiking trails; a trek to the plateau 
of Stoaneme Mandlen with its stunning 
views and folklore legend is a must. 

Another indulgence is the local 
cuisine - even simple eateries are 
exemplary. At mountain cafe Auener 
Aim, we savoured traditional potato 
ravioli with cheese and figs. A must-try 
is the speck (smoked raw ham) and 
schuttelbrot (crispy rye bread) in 
addition to the local cheese and apples. 

Although I visited in spring, the 
region is perfect all-year round, there 
being an average of 300 sunny days. 
Winter offers access to 60 kilometres of 
snow trails while you span the same 
paths on electric bikes come spring. 
However you choose to do it, you will 
return home feeling invigorated.

THE NEW BREED 

How Bromley High School and Prendergast Lady well 
School are bringing science to life in their classrooms

I t’s not often Lady Gaga features on 
our education pages, but this is a 
slightly different incarnation of the 
singer. Lady Gaga, the axolotl, is 
currently an inhabitant of Prendergast 
Ladywell School and had some rather 
lovely news recently along with partner 
Axel: 40 surviving offspring. 

‘Axel and his girlfriend Lady Gaga 
were, as usual, staying with me over a 
recent half-term holiday, and one second 
their tank was clear and the next it was 
full of eggs,’ smiles the school’s senior 
science technician Nev Kazim. ‘Happily, 
a large number of the eggs were 
fertilised and we now have quite a 
substantial population.’ 

Pupils at the school have been 
fascinated with the brood of axolotls, 
a species of extraordinary amphibian 
stuck in the midst of metamorphosis into 
land-based salamanders (they resemble, 
when fully-grown, large, legged, near¬ 
transparent tadpoles with exquisite coral¬ 
like gills). It’s a wonderful example of 
how science comes to life in our schools. 
At Bromley High School GDST, from 



the earliest days in the Junior School 
their girls are encouraged to be 
intellectual explorers in STEM (Science, 
Technology, Engineering and Maths) 
subjects. ‘The cultivation of creative 
energy and imagination in what have 
been seen in traditionally male 
dominated fields fuels aspiration far 
beyond the confines of the curriculum,’ 
says Headmistress, Angela Drew. 

Their girls have access to a host of 
science-led initiatives, from the Design 
Technology Divas Club in Year 9 to a 
lecture series that has, in the past, 
welcomed the likes of Professor Robert 


Winston as a speaker. ‘Freed from the 
shackles of the National Curriculum, by 
Key Stage One girls take an exploratory, 
experimental approach to the 
investigation of topics like “All 
Creatures Great and Small” where they 
encounter every kind of animal,’ Angela 
continues. ‘Extinct, mythical, imaginary 
and endangered.’ 

Results at Bromley High School 
speak volumes for such an approach, and 
back at Prendergast Ladywell School the 
delightful axolotls are helping the 
children to learn about some big life 
questions. ‘I think they are a terrific 
reminder to students that science focuses 
on remarkably odd things at times,’ 
science teacher, Jessica Edwards, says. 
‘Our axolotls push us beyond the usual 
parameters of school science - they 
bring a bit of the exotic to South East 
London.’ Music to our ears.

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HOT TREND 

Despite their controversy ; basement conversions are a savvy way to 
extend your home, says Sebastian Anduze of Jackson Stops 


B asements over the last few 

years - and currently - remain 
a very hot trend in the property 
market. As house prices 
continue to rise and remain strong, home 
owners have increasingly been 
encouraged to extend their property 
instead of moving home. The cost of 
selling and buying can be extremely high 
for some vendors and, in some cases, 
unmanageable, even if a suitable property 
is found, meaning owners often opt to 
stay put where they are. This can lead to 
a lack of supply of property on the sales 
market, resulting in higher prices. With 
strict planning restrictions in place within 
certain London boroughs to extend 
upwards and laterally, creating large 
basements and even sub-basements are 
one way owners can economically 
add value and liveable space to 
their dwelling. 

Although in some cases planning 
permission can been refused, if granted 
home owners or developers can make 
handsome profits from building 


basements. They generally cost in the 
region of £300 per square foot to build, 
and with property prices ranging from 
£1,500 to £3,000 per square foot in 
places like Holland Park and Notting 
Hill, it’s easy to see 
the appeal financially. 

Another attraction 
of basements or sub¬ 
basements is the 
ability to be relatively 
noisy without 
disturbing the 
neighbours. Some owners have 
constructed smart home entertainment 
rooms, gymnasiums and cinemas. We 
have also seen developers build some 
incredibly luxurious swimming pools in 
basements along with saunas and steam 
rooms as, from a potential water leakage 
point of view, this is safer than having 
them on roof terraces or upper floors. 

The team at Jackson Stops recently 
sold a terrific house in Norland Square 
W11 with a hand-crafted basement 
kitchen, and we are currently in the 


process of selling a completely 
refurbished and extended 2,750 square 
foot house in Queen’s Gate Mews in 
Kensington, complete with a sensational 
basement. The substantial lower-ground 
floor in this mews 
property is 1,100 
square feet in size. It 
benefits from natural 
light and air 
conditioning, and is 
currently laid out as 
two enormous double 
bedrooms with en suite bathrooms. 

Basement conversions do well in the 
lettings market, too. Our Holland Park 
team recently found a tenant for an 
impressive family house benefitting 
from a sizeable basement. 

It is worth mentioning, however, that 
some planning applications are turned 
down by local authorities on various 
grounds and they can prove very 
unpopular during construction with 
neighbouring owners.
